FOR  THE  YEAR  1937 


Mr.  Chairman,  and  Councillors, 

In  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  1937  there  are  one  or 
two  facts  which  are  worthy  of  special  mention. 

During  the  year,  1,607  houses  have  been  erected.  Most  of 
these  are  similar  in  type  to  those  of  recent  years,  and  are  occupied 
by  tenants  similar  in  circumstances  to  those  who  have  come  to 
Huyton  lately. 

One  outstanding  feature  of  our  new  Huyton  is  the  number 
of  children.  (During  1937,  530  babies  were  born  in  the  District). 
A very  considerable  proportion  of  the  fathers  are  out  of  work  or 
have  irregular  employment. 

The  cost  of  living  in  Huyton  is  at  least  as  high  and  probably 
higher  than  in  Liverpool. 

The  rents  are  higher. 

Conveyance  to  work  in  Liverpool  is  extra  and  considerable. 

The  wages  are  stationary. 

Many  of  the  children  are  undernourished  or/and  ill-fed. 
They  consequently  suffer  from  malnutrition. 

After  years  of  asking,  the  Education  Authority  has  granted 
milk  in  the  schools.  This  is  all  to  the  good,  but  milk  alone  is  not 
sufficient  for  the  physical  needs  of  the  young. 
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(1) .  We  asked  the  Education  Authority  to  feed  the  necess- 
itous children  “ on  scale/’  i.e.,  meals  free  or  paid  for.  During 
1937  this  was  promised. 

(2) .  For  some  years  now  a site  in  Derby  Road  has  been 
retained  for  (a)  a Public  Library,  and  (b)  a Minor  Ailments  Clinic. 
During  1937  these  were  promised,  and  they  are  now  in  process  of 
erection. 

(3) .  A Tuberculosis  Clinic  has  been  opened. 

(4) .  A Joint  Board  has  been  elected  in  connection  with  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Whiston. 

(5) .  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  been  opened. 

Taken  all  in  all  it  has  been  not  a bad  year. 

With  regard  to  No.  4 above,  the  Whiston  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  This  Hospital  is  out  of  date,  and  totally  inadequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  District.  In  my  opinion  the  present  Hospital 
buildings  should  be  scrapped  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  is  an  urgent  and  clamant  need. 

During  1936  we  had  36  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  against 
113  for  1937. 

Diphtheria  gave  us  113  cases  also  for  1937  as  compared  with 
59  during  1936. 

Taken  together  these  two  diseases  account  for  226  cases  of 
infection  out  of  a total  of  243  (excluding  Tuberculosis). 

We  had  eight  deaths  from  Diphtheria  during  1937  and  four 
for  the  previous  year. 

I hope  that  with  continued  immunisation  Diphtheria  will  be 
considerably  lessened  if  not  abolished.  Scarlet  Fever  has,  as  it 
frequently  does,  changed  its  type  and  is  not  so  virulent  as  it  has 
been. 

On  an  estimated  population  of  22,420  our  death  rate  has  gone 
up  .1  per  1000. 

The  birth  rate  on  the  same  estimate  is  up  4.4. 
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The  District  Nursing  Association  (Voluntary)  continues 
to  do  excellent  work  in  our  Township. 

During  the  year  it  has  become  affiliated  to  the  Queen’s 
Institute  and  now  employs  two  nurses.  Your  increased  financial 
help  (£135  p.a.)  has  made  this  possible. 

The  Association  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  District  Health 
Service. 

With  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  this  is 
in  every  sense  excellent.  It  has  been  carried  out  efficiently  and 
expeditiously  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  figures  of  the  second  part  of  this  Report  speak  for  them- 
selves as  to  the  amount  of  the  work  done.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Hereunder  I beg  to  submit  further  details  in  respect  to  some 
of  the  items  contained  in  the  major  report  over  the  signature  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Complaints  about  rat  infestation 
came  in  fairly  regularly,  but  this  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  denote 
an  increase  in  their  numbers.  I do  think  that  owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  building,  drainage  works  and  the  like,  the  usual  haunts 
of  the  rat  population  have  been  disturbed  and  the  occupants 
have  been  driven  to  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  district.  It  is 
found  that  when  an  estate  is  completed  the  trouble  from  rat 
infestation  gradually  decreases.
